Therefore Lamech could communicate to 
his son Noah all that Adam had commu- 
nicated to him about the creation nnl 
the fall. It was transmitted by Adam to 
Lamech and by Lamech to Noah. 

There were ten generations from Noah 
to Abraham, embracing a period of 950 
years. Shem wa» Noah's son, and Shem 
lived long enough to talk with Abraham 
sixty years, and could therefore eommu 
nicate to him all that Lamech had told 
Noah. 

There were five generations from Abra- 
ham to Moses, embracing a period of 600 
years.
